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L, May, 1995 the alumni council urged the administration to focus atten- 
tion on the alumni as active, not passive resources for the college. 


Juniata’s alumni are active, of course, in fundraising. Annually 40% to 45% 
contribute from $5 to $10,000 and more to support programs and scholarships. 
Including the current Zransformations campaign, individual alumni have 
pledged major multi-year gifts ranging up to $1,000,000 and lifetime bequest and 
trusts above that. Juniata would not long survive without such growing stewardship 
of alumni financial support. 


There are many additional ways for alumni to advance their alma mater with 
their time, skills and intellect. The lead article in this issue of the alumni magazine 
describes major alumni contributions planned and under way. 


Clearly, the alumni are Juniata’s irreplaceable asset. As 10,000 strong, 
Juniata graduates have an array of skills and achievements to be envied by any orga- 
nization. 


This magazine belongs to you. It is your tool for communicating with one 
another, the college and campus community. The college advancement staff will 
continue to seek to improve the use of your strengths and talents. For example 
your new editor, Stephanie Motschenbacher may ask you to submit articles or sto- 
ries for upcoming issues of the magazine. 


More than ever before, Juniata is facing change in technology, competition 
for students, teaching expectations, and learning challenges. Juniata needs your 
help in building strength in its vision for the future.

Dear Rich: 


I want to thank you for all the effort 
you put into the class of 1970’s 25th 
reunion last month. The papers and 
programs and all the other memora- 
bilia you unearthed were priceless and 
triggered a ton of memories. The rec- 
ollections that surfaced after 25 years 
gave me an insight into why Juniata 
College has remained such a large and 
positive influence on my life. 

I was not a very good student at 
Juniata but I really did enjoy school. I 
put more effort into All Class Nights, 
raft races, homecoming parades, 
pranks and parties than I did my stud- 
ies. I haven’t been a very active alum- 
nus either, I’ve kept in touch with 
Juniata mostly through pledge drives 
for various capital campaigns. Since 
pledges are easy to give, I make the 
callers work for it with follow-up 
phone calls and mailings reminding 
me of my pledges. At least this occa- 
sional contact with the fund-raising 
committees makes me feel that I’m 
still in touch with our alma mater, 

Until now I’ve considered my col- 
lege years to have given me an appre- 
ciation for two things: good books and 
inexpensive scotch. One of a handful 
of English majors in the class of ‘70, 
upon graduation, I was prepared for 
nothing but ready for anything. 

I’m not particularly proud of my 
academic shortcomings. I mention 
them because the reunion weekend 
helped me realize that, although I was 
a marginal student, I really had gained 
a great deal from Juniata. 

I've always thought the greatest 
thing I received from college were sev- 
eral lasting friendships. Living at the 
Ranch in the hallowed Cloister with 
five other guys was sort of a commu- 
nal experience. (This was the 60s.) 
I’d considered the compatibility of 
those roommates unique and just the 
luck of the draw to have lived with a 
eroup that enjoyed each other’s com- 
pany so much that we still get together 
a couple of times each year. We are 
an interesting and successful group. 
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But when we get together it’s our 
Juniata exploits that are reminisced, 
rehashed and embellished. It’s not 
like Springsteen’s Glory Days’ hero 
looking back on what was the best 
time of an otherwise dreary life. For 
our group the Juniata years were the 
best of many terrific years. 

In spite of all that’s been accom- 
plished by my college friends during 
the past quarter century, it’s still the 
Juniata years and experiences against 
which all else is judged. I’ve prided 
myself on the good fortune and unique 
chemistry that has kept us together. 
But at that 25th reunion celebration I 
leaned that while we are fortunate, 
we're not so unique. 

At the reunion most of the hair was 
erayer and the scotch better than 25 
years ago, but the enthusiasm for 
those college years was evident in 
everyone. I was surprised to find that 
there are many classmates who have 
stayed in touch with each other. So 
perhaps it was not just the helter-skel- 
ter lifestyle of the Ranch that drew my 
circle of friends together. 

Well, those were heady days: 1966- 
70. In many ways the world was being 
turned upside-down and maybe it was 
only natural for some special bond to 
erow among those of us at Juniata 
during this time and why so many 
Juniata-founded relationships, includ- 
ing several marriages, have held up 
for 25 years. 

But that can’t be the only reason 
because another thing I learned at our 
reunion was that this friendship phe- 
nomenon is not limited to that late 60s 
time period. 

I came away from our reunion 
weekend perplexed that what I had al-

review process involved 14 alumni 
who completed evaluations and re- 
ports on the accounting, art, sociolo- 
ey, social work, and chemistry depart- 
ments. The purpose of the periodic 
program review is to prepare a five- 
year action plan for improvement and 
a guide for decisions on resource al- 
location. “The reports generated 
won’t tell programs or departments 
what to do, but rather help formulate 
plans that meet the needs of students 
and support the college’s objectives to 
increase enrollment,” said James 
Donaldson, director of institutional 
planning and research and professor 
of economics and business adminis- 
tration. 

Donaldson explained that our process is modeled af- 
ter and is similar to many academic accreditation evalua- 
tions, so faculty and program directors are familiar with this 
type of analysis. “A good academic re- 
view relies heavily on the evaluation. 
Therefore, we have included two evalu- 
ation components. The first compo- 
nent is a review by external evaluators - 
one academic and one practitioner. 
The second review is done by a visiting 
committee made up of a trustee and an 
alumnus,” said Donaldson. As review- 
ers, alumni are unique in that they can 
provide both an outsider’s perspective, 
as successful professionals, and an in- 
sider’s perspective, as former students, 
he explained. 

“T was honored when I was asked to 
review the art program,” said Amy 
Heinly, a 1989 graduate, who is a fac- 
ulty member at Lebanon Valley College. 
“The success of the review depends 
upon openness at every step and re- 
quires interaction and communication 
with anyone involved in a program,” said Donaldson. 

The reviewers are expected to provide objective obser- 
vation, meaningful insight, and recommendations in a brief 
report which is submitted to the program staff. The team 
collects information for their report through the careful ex- 
amination of the Program Self-Study, various Juniata plan- 
ning materials and documents, such as the Juniata College 
mission statement and current strategic plan, a campus vis- 
it, and interviews with students, faculty and appropriate ad- 
ministrators. 

“Personally, I found the whole experience very en- 
lightening,” Heinly said. “We were exposed to the inside of 
the academic world and what it takes for a program to sur- 
vive. I believe Juniata alumni can help make Juniata bet- 
ter,” she said.

With completed evaluations in hand, the program staff 
prepares a five-year plan as a “good faith commitment”, 
negotiated with the provost and approved by the president. 
The president with the department chair or program direc- 
tor and at least one member of the trustee /alumni com- 
mittee reports those commitments to the board of trustees. 

Program reviews follow a five-year cycle. The facul- 
ty’s academic planning and assessment committee (APAC) 
carefully constructed the schedule to ensure all academic 
departments and programs, would complete the process 
once within the five-year cycle. The biology, pre- 
med/health professions, geology, music, and peace and 
conflict studies programs will be reviewed in 1995-96. 
Similar reviews are being done of administrative functions 
within the student development office, such as registration 
and career services. 

Another group of graduates having a direct impact on 
college objectives are the Juniata Admission Volunteers 
(JAV). As JAV, alumni come face to face with prospective 
students at college night fairs, luncheons or receptions. 

“The 104 JAV are a true extension of our admission 
staff,” said Terri Bollman, enrollment manager. “We count 
on their help when we need to be in two places at once or 
when they are the best person to represent Juniata,” she 
said. “Alums are the living example, or the Juniata prod- 
uct, and offer a wealth of information to potential stu- 
dents,” said Bollman. 

“Most colleges view alumni as a critical component in 
the recruitment of students today. Juniata is no different,” 
said David Hawsey, dean of enrollment. “Often a graduate 
can connect better with a student than a printed piece or 
enrollment counselor. As the enrollment professional, the 
counselor must manage when and how connections are to 
be made,” he said. “We look for opportunities to encour- 
age and foster meetings between alumni and prospective 
students. Then we arm the graduate with the facts to an- 
swer the most common admissions or enrollment ques- 
tions,” said Bollman. 

“T feel my service as a JAV is an additional way I can

support the college,” said Dan Sell, a 1971 graduate, and 
the human resource manager for Penn Detroit Diesel. “My 
commitment as a volunteer comes from a belief in a 
Liberal Arts education and its importance in this world of 
rapid change,” he said. Sell explains that he believes the 
broader learning ability and the gift of intellectual power 
gives graduates the right reference point to deal with the 
variety of information they will encounter in both their per- 
sonal and professional lives. “I believe the enthusiasm of 
volunteers communicates this value and often brings a new 
perspective to the college search process,” said Sell. 

“Our JAV program has been in place for over four 
years. I believe alumni involvement will continue to grow 
as our enrollment team finds new and creative ways to en- 
gave graduates within the college recruitment process,” 
said Hawsey. 

Recently, graduates participated in Juniata’s summer 
open house. This was the first time alumni were invited to 
participate in this event. The summer open house is an 
opportunity for prospective students to visit the campus 
and learn first hand what makes Juniata special. As part of 
the campus visit, alumni help students get a better picture 
of Juniata. They provide a more personal view of the col- 
lege by offering personal information which helps a stu- 
dent make a more informed decision about attending 
Juniata. 

“Fresh opportunities to involve graduates creatively are 


taking place regularly,” said Moyer. A recent example of a 
new volunteer role on campus is illustrated by Sharon 
Faulkner, the 1995-96 alumni council president. Shortly af- 
ter taking office, Sharon expressed an interest in learning 
more about the day-to-day operations of the alumi office. 
Over the summer a one day a week work plan was arranged 
with Sharon that gave her direct contact with the campus, her 
constituents and the alumni office ,” said Moyer. 

The production of the European international alumni 
directory is another original example of how graduates have 
helped the college and its students. This past year, the orga- 
nizers of the 1995 European Alumni Reunion tackled the 
enormous task of producing the first European alumni direc- 
tory. The directory not only includes names and phone num- 
bers of Juniata alumni living in Europe, but also a listing of 
those who have volunteered room in their homes to Juniata 
students and a list of alumni who could provide internships 
for Juniata students overseas. 

New and increased use of volunteer time and energy is 
an objective of the college’s advancement and marketing plan 
for 1995-1996. Moyer explains that the effective managment 
of volunteer resources will be a college management priority. 
“We want to match volunteers with appropriate assignments, 
provide ample orientation and training so they have the sup- 
port necessary to carry out their tasks, and deliver appropri- 
ate forms of recognition so that assignments are both re- 
warding and meaningful to the entire college community as 
well as the volunteer alumnus.”

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Phase Of Changing Technology 


tudents and faculty members who returned fOr the 
start of fall semester on August 28 found technologi- 
cal enhancements at all corners of the institution. 

“Juniata College is going through a complete technologi- 
cal transformation,” according to Juniata president Robert 
W. Neff. “We are undergoing aggressive changes that will 
put us in an enviable position among our peers in higher 
education.” 

Among the upgrades at the college is the installation of a 
highly sophisticated digital phone system. Features of the 
system include direct inward dialing, which will eliminate 
the need for operator assistance; phonemail, which is a so- 
phisticated system allowing a wide variety of voice mail op- 
tions; automated attendant, which can give callers the op- 
tion of directing their calls to an appropriate person or of- 
fice; and message distribution, which will allow messages 
to simultaneously go to a list of phonemail boxes. 

With the system, the college is able to immediately place 
phones in nearly 90% of student rooms in college-owned 
housing. The remaining 10% should be brought on to the 
new system within the foreseeable future. 

Juniata has also invested in the technology to allow cable 
television service to be placed in each resident student 
room or suite of rooms. This advancement will permit ca- 
ble television connection, but will also allow for future 
closed circuit broadcasts from sites around campus as 
well as broadcasts of educationally relevant programming. 

Additional ahiseninolog cal upgrades on the campus can be 

es seen in academic buildings as well. 
In Good Hall a 14-unit, Power 
Macintosh based multi-media 
Education and Language Lab will be 
placed into service. Also in Good 
Hall, students and faculty members 
will find upgrades to the Good Hall

In the Brumbaugh Science Center advances include a 
new 11-unit, Pentium 90-based Advanced Math Graphics 
Lab and a new student lounge in the chemistry wing featur- 
ing six Pentium 90 computer systems. 

In Carnegie Hall, which houses the Shoemaker Galleries 
as well as art studios and photography labs, teaching and 
learning opportunities will be enhanced with the addition 
of a six-unit, Power Macintosh-based Graphic Arts 
Computer Lab. 

Technological advances currently underway will also 
carry the Juniata campus to points around the world 
through two very unique media — Distance Learning and 
World Wide Web (WWW). 

By establishing a presence on the Internet through the 
creation of home pages on WWW, the college will provide 
access to the central Pennsylvania campus from any 
Internet-linked computer in the world. 

The Juniata WWW pages are unlike those of any other in- 
stitution in that they create links for personal contact be- 
tween prospective students, alumni and friends and cur- 
rent faculty, students and other members of the alumni as- 
sociation. 

“We recognized early on in the development of the 
Juniata pages that what makes Juniata special are the rela- 
tionships which are built here over time,” according to 
President Neff. “We wanted to give prospective students, 
who are our primary marketing targets for WWW, the op- 
portunity to begin building those relationships while find- 
ing out about the Juniata experience.” 

Distance Learning is a network of interactive learning 
opportunities through an organization known as the Center 
for Agile Pennsylvania Education (CAPE). Through the 
network, Juniata faculty members and students will have 
access to two-way conferencing with educational institu- 
tions around the world. 

“These are exciting times on our campus,” President 
Neff said.” The technological improvements are the next 
step in the transformation of our college community.” 
According to Juniata’s president these upgrades do not 
represent an end, however. “Plans call fer direct links to 
data networks from each student residence hall room, as 
well as the creation of an all-campus, fiber-based net- 
work.” 

“The changes that we are seeing at this time will revolu- 
tionize the way we teach and the way our students learn,” 
President Neff asserted. “Use of these new technologies 
will strengthen our position as one of the country’s top pri- 
vate, liberal arts colleges.” 


OOD-FIRE

ne of the hallmarks of the Juniata experience is the 
hands-on approach taken by faculty in teaching and 
learning. That philosophy is carried to new heights 
twice each year as students of potter Jack Troy take an ac- 
tive part in firing Juniata’s unique and often magical 
wood-fired, anagama kiln. 

For 72 consecutive hours students, friends, alumni and 
teachers join in a ritual-like process that reaches back 
through centuries of history to ancient Japan. 

This ritual of glazing ceramics through the wood-fir- 
ing process has been documented by Jack Troy, assis- 
tant professor of art at Juniata College, in his new 
book, “Wood-Fired Stoneware and Porcelain.” 

In the preface to the book, Troy summarizes the 
essence of the wood-fired experience. “No matter 
what our level of involvement,” he says, “many of us 
share a desire to know why the ancient, labor-inten- 
sive process of wood-firing continues its appeal in 
an era that prizes almost any attempt at labor-saving 
as an unquestioned advance.” 

The Juniata anagama kiln, which was first con- 
structed in 1978, is four feet wide, four feet tall 
and 14 feet long. When anagamas were fired in 
ancient times they were often associated with 
dragons and other mythical creatures because of 
the fire within that inevitably blows through the 
smokestack at peak firing. These flames rising out of the 
stack create quite a sight throughout the night and on 
more than one occasion have prompted neighbors of the 
college to contact the local fire departments. 

The anagama is an ancient Japanese form of glazing ce- 
ramics using natural wood ash rather than the more typi- 
cal salt glazes. Juniata’s anagama will hold about 100 
pieces from bowls to pots to cups and other creations. 

The kiln must be tended day and night for the full three 






















days. Troy works with the 
students, alumni and friends to assist in the firing, which 
has taken on religious proportions for the participants. 
Juniata graduates return to the college each year from their 
homes and their places of business to join in the firings. 

An equally amazing aspect of the wood-firing process is 
that you never know what will happen to the clay material 
in the inferno. As Troy describes it: 

“Each firing contains several 
objects that jiggle my expecta-

the firebox, roiling flames boost gossamer waves that gather 
momentum, then feather out beyond the pieces stacked in the 
first ranks, under the vaulted arch. During the next few hours, 
the flame-pattern drops lower, insinuating itself between the 
shelves; winnowing out a meter or so from the firebox. If the 
work is tumble-stacked, and no shelves employed, the phe- 
nomenon is even more dramatic — human activity provokes a 
flaming wraith, giving it substance and a place to be, in ex- 


change for its heat and mixed blessings.

like’ them. They seem so im- 
bued with the qualities of a long, 
high firing that it takes a lot of 
looking to simply see them for 
what they are. Framing these 
few pots are the remaining 100 
plus forms which run the gamut 
from flat-out winners to just 
plain brown, vitreous duds.” 

The 174 page, hard-bound vol- 
ume is available through leading 
bookstores as well as through

he Juniata College board of trustees elected a slate 

of officers for the 1995-96 year and took steps to 

ensure strong board leadership through the end of 
the century. 

Elected to his fifth year as chairman of the board 
was Klare S. Sunderland, president of Sun Enterprises and 
Sun Motor Cars of Camp Hill. Completing the slate of offi- 
cers for the year which began September 1, 
1995 will be Delbert J. McQuaide, vice chair- 
man; John McNaight Cramer, secretary; and 
Henry H. Gibbel, treasurer. In a separate ac- 
tion, the trustees elected Delbert J. McQuaide 
to succeed Mr. Sunderland as board chair- 
man beginning September 1, 1996.

University and a B.S from the University of Utah. He has 
been a professor of physical chemistry at Juniata since 
1967. Throughout his teaching career he has pursued ad- 
ditional study and research, earning postdoctoral fellow- 
ships at both alma maters, as well as research opportunities 
at Texas A & M University and the University and Polytechnic 
Federation of Lille, France.

Martin Grove Brumbaugh 


Sainted Schoolman 
To Bedeviled 
World War I Governor 


his biography of one of Juniata’s most famous 

alumni of bygone years is also the life story of one 

of the foremost schoolmen in all of early twentieth- 
century America. 

Although M.G.Brumbaugh devoted practically the 
whole of his professional life to the educational welfare of 
his beloved native state, he left his mark on a wider scene. 
Post-Reconstruction era Louisianians hailed him as a great 
voice for public education. He spent five summers there as 
a young man bolstering a tax-supported system shattered 
by racism and private schooling. He took fellow Juniatians 
with him; many stayed on as leaders at all educational lev- 
els. They came to be known affectionately as the 
“Brumbaugh Infusion” or “The Pennsylvanian Invasion.” 

Puerto Rico also experienced a Juniata infusion when 
M.G. became the Island’s first commissioner of education, 
after the Spanish-American War. (In turn, Juniata College 
got an influx of Puerto Rican students.) 

Back home, M.G.’s reputation soared as Penn’s popu- 
lar professor of education; as author of the Brumbaugh 
Readers, used in school systems all over the East; as 
Philadelphia’s crusading chief of schools; as champion of 
the urban-playground cause; as the leading spirit on the 
commission that drafted Pennsylvania’s famous School 
Code of 1911. Several colleges tried—in vain—to land 
him as their top man, including Franklin and Marshall and 
what is now the Pennsylvania State University. 

The early 1900s have been called the era of the edu- 
cator-turned-politician, Woodrow Wilson being the prime 
example. In 1914, some Pennsylvania politicos saw Martin 
Brumbaugh as the Republicans’ answer to the Democratic 
president and nominated him for governor. They pulled 
off his election, but, ironically, he, a biblical pacifist, would 
in 1917 become an unanticipated wartime governor. He 
won accolades for his patriotic leadership, only to fall afoul 
of the GOP state ‘boss,’ U.S. Senator Boies Penrose, and 
his minions on the home front. 

To date, this biography provides the only careful as- 
sessment of the famed Juniatian’s tumultuous term of of- 
fice. The author, Dr. Earl C. Kaylor, Jr., credits the belea- 
guered incumbent as being far more progressive-minded 
than have textbook historians. Among many other reforms, 
Brumbaugh espoused woman’s suffrage and workman’s 
compensation. His greatest achievement as governor was 
the child labor law of 1915. 

At the beginning and end of his life as a public ser- 


vant, M.G. served as Juniata’s president. All during his 
adult years the small, maturing liberal arts college im- 
mensely benefitted from his guidance as its perennial 
trustee and two-time chieftain. He never stinted with time 
or tithe—it is said he gave ten percent of his income to 





Juniata..

Sports+Recreation Center this summer as the ath- 

letic department prepares for the 1995-96 academ- 
ic year. New athletic director Larry Bock and his staff 
hope to move the College toward greater success at both 
the varsity and intramural levels. Juniata will offer 15 var- 
sity sports programs [nine for women and six 
for men] in the coming year. 

“We feel very good about where we're head- 
ed,” said Bock, who officially began as athletic 
director on July 1. “We have our coaches in 
place and are looking forward to a very produc- 
tive year. I’m pleased with the quality and po- 
tential of the staff. It’s an exciting time.” 

First-year head football coach Tom Gibboney 
‘78 is a newcomer to the full-time staff along 
with head women’s basketball and soccer coach 
Amy Fort [see sidebar story]. Jill La Point re- 
turns for her fourth year as field hockey coach 
while full-time assistant football coach Kevin 
Burke takes over head coaching duties for track 
and field. Veteran baseball coach Bill Berrier 
‘60 has begun his new ad- 
ministrative duties as coordi- 
nator of intramurals and ath- 
letic events. 

“Bill is charged with giv- 
ing our intramural program 
the attention and direction 
that it sorely needs,” said 
Bock, who begins his 19th 
season as head women’s vol- 
leyball coach this fall. “Bill 
is also an important person 


T here is a great deal of excitement in the Kennedy 





to help give guidance to our new coaches. His experi- 
ence and dedication to Juniata are extremely valuable.” 

Several part-time head coaches remain in place, in- 
cluding Jon Cutright (women’s cross country), John 
Mumford (men’s soccer), Cathy Packer ‘92 (softball), 
Ray Pfrogner ‘60 (women’s tennis) and Jim Zauzig 
(men’s basketball). Former assistant volleyball coach 
Dennis Hohenshelt ‘93 takes over for Bock as head coach 
in men’s volleyball while Greg Scallen, an experienced 
high school and club coach from New Mexico, is the new 
women’s swimming coach. 

“We have secured some very good people,” Bock 
commented. “Our department has faced some tough 
challenges over the last six months, but I believe we're 
looking ahead. There’s much we want to accomplish 
over the next three to five years.” 

The College took steps in early May to increase its 
commitment to gender equity and build better overall ath- 
letic programs by discontinuing five men’s varsity pro- 
erams. Beginning this year, Juniata will no longer offer 
varsity programs in men’s cross country, golf, men’s 
swimming, men’s tennis and wrestling. 

Dr. Robert J. Hatala, provost and vice president for 
student development, made the announcement on May 5. 
“Tam pleased that we will significantly bring into balance 
athletic opportunities for women in proportion to the stu- 
dent population and still conduct a broad-based intercol- 
legiate program,” Dr. Hatala said. 

“These decisions are in response to NCAA mandates 
regarding gender equity and Title IX, and Juniata’s obliga- 
tion to the NCAA Division III philosophy,” he explained. 
Title IX is the 1972 federal law prohibiting sex discrimi- 
nation at schools receiving federal money. 

According to the NCAA Guide to Title IX and 
Intercollegiate 
Athletics (Second edi- 
tion, 1991), “Title IX 
compliance is based 
upon whether an in- 
stitution: 

(1) provides par- 
ticipation opportuni- 
ties (positions on 
teams) to male and 
female students in 
numbers “substan- 
tially proportionate” 
to its respective en- 
rollment; or 

(2) can show a 
history and continu- 
ing practice of pro- 


gram expansion responsive to the developing interests 
and abilities of the “under represented sex;” or 

(3) can demonstrate that the athletic interests and 
abilities of its students of that sex have been equivalently 
fully and effectively accommodated.” 

The “basic test of compliance,” according to the NCAA 
guide, “is equivalence — the availability, quality and 
kinds of benefits, opportunities and treatment afforded 
the members of each sex must be equal or equal in effect, 
unless disparities are justilied by factors determined to be 
nondiscriminatory. An equivalency assessment is made 
with respect to: facilities, services (including coaching), 
equipment and supplies, scheduling, travel and per diem, 
publicity and recruiting.” 

Dr. Hatala commented that the restructuring of the 
College’s varsity sports sponsorship was guided by Title

IX, but driven by a desire to provide a broader-based 
overall athletic program. The restructuring of varsity ath- 
letics will free resources to support new programs being 
developed in intramural, club and recreational sports. 
According to Dr. Hatala, club sport status remains an op- 
tion for the discontinued varsity programs. 

“Since my arrival at Juniata I’ve been concerned 
about gender equity issues as well as creating opportuni- 
ties for participation at all levels of athletics by as many of 
our students as possible,” he said. “In addition, we want 
to reestablish Juniata’s pride in varsity athletics by better 
resourcing remaining programs. Fifteen varsity sports 
are consistent with other institutions of our size in the 
Middle Atlantic Conference and NCAA Division III. Our 
goal is to provide our varsity student-athletes with quality 
programs. 

“These actions will allow us to hire a full-time 
women’s basketball coach, enhance existing facilities in 
the Kennedy Sports+Recreation Center, strengthen our in- 
tramural program and instill in our students an under- 
standing of the importance of lifelong wellness activities,” 
Dr. Hatala added. & 


New Coaches On Board 


melia “Amy” Fort of Indianapolis, IN, has been named head coach of 
A women’s basketball and soccer at Juniata College. The announcement 

was made by Larry Bock, Juniata athletic director. Fort began her du- 
ties on July 15. 

In addition, Bock announced that Greg Scallen of Hollidaysburg, PA, will 
be women’s swimming coach at Juniata for the 1995-96 season. 

A 1993 graduate of Grinnell College in Iowa, Fort comes to Juniata after 
serving as graduate assistant coach in women’s basketball and soccer at 
Fairleigh Dickinson University in Madison, New Jersey, the past two years. 
She earned a master’s degree in applied social and community psychology 
from FDU-Madison in May. 

While at FDU, Fort helped the Jersey Devils to a 31-21 record in basket- 
ball and was responsible for most facets of the program including recruit- 
ing, scouting, and practice and game coaching. She was also an important 
contributor to the development of a new varsity women’s soccer program at 
FDU. 

“Amy’s experience in building a women’s soccer program from the 
ground up will make her very valuable to our athletic department and this 
institution,’ Bock said. The Juniata women’s soccer program will be play- 
ing only its second varsity season this fall. 

“She also brings a great deal of coaching and playing experience to our 
basketball program,” Bock continued about Fort. “Along with her qualities 
as a coach, Amy offers a strong recruiting background and extensive knowl- 
edge of the Middle Atlantic Conference. We’re looking forward to her ef- 
forts at Juniata.” 

“T’m very excited about coming to Juniata,” Fort said about her appoint- 
ment. “This is a great opportunity for me and gives me room to grow as a 
coach.” The women’s basketball program at Juniata has a strong history of 
success in the Middle Atlantic Conference since 1973 while women’s soccer 
went winless in nine games during its varsity debut last fall. 

“The soccer situation at Juniata is almost identical to what I faced at FDU 
with a new program,” Fort explained. “I’ve talked to some of our returning 
players and am encouraged by their excitement. Our goals include to be 
prepared as a team for every game and see individual improvement, espe- 
cially when it comes to communication on the field. The expectations are 
modest, but I’m looking forward to seeing what kind of program we can de- 
velop. 

“Basketball is different because of its tradition,” she continued. “From 
what I know coming in, I feel we have a good group to work with and have 
the potential to be a very athletic team. The talent and attitude seem to be 
there to compete for a spot in the top half of the Commonwealth League this 
year.” 

Women’s swimming at Juniata will be under new leadership this winter 
as Scallen, a 1988 graduate of the University of New Mexico, becomes the 
program’s fourth head coach. He has extensive coaching experience at the 
high school and club swimming levels. 

Scallen served as head swimming and diving coach at St. Pius High 
School in Albuquerque, NM, from 1988-94. At the club level in 
Albuquerque, Scallen was head coach and aquatic director for the Tennis 
Club of Albuquerque (1987-88), Double Eagle Swim Club (1989-90) and 
the Four Hills Swim Club (1992-94). He began his coaching career as an 
assistant head coach for the Paradise Hills Swim Club of Albuquerque from 
1984-86. 

“We're fortunate to have someone with Greg’s experience and talent take 
over our women’s swimming program,” Bock said. “I’m looking forward to 
what Juniata swimming will accomplish under Greg’s leadership.” Hl 
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began at Juniata College. The Blue and Gold, as JC 

athletic teams were known in the early years, played 
football for the first time in 1920. Many other men's 
sports have surfaced since then. Women have also been 
active athletically on College Hill for many years with a 
particularly successful period coming after the addition 
of a number of varsity programs in the 1970's. 

Because of this rich history in sports and its many 
fine athletes and coaches, Juniata will establish the 
"Juniata College Sports Hall of Fame" this year. Planning 
is underway for the formal induction of the charter class 
on Nov. 4, 1995. 

Some will recall that in the early 1950's the College 
started the process of beginning an Athletic Hall of Fame, 
but the effort never came to fruition. This time around, 
however, the somewhat overdue project is going all the 
way.

"There are many colleges 
and universities that have 
some form of an athletic hall 
of fame,” explains Don 
Moyer, vice president for col- 
lege advancement. "We have 
such a strong athletic history 
and tradition here at Juniata, 
it just seems natural to estab- 
lish a hall of fame to honor 
those who have been our 
stand-out performers through 
the years. 

"The project has received 
great support from the alumni 
and campus community, es- 
pecially in the athletic depart- 
ment where Bill Berrier and 
Larry Bock have taken leader- 
ship roles," Moyer adds. “I'm 
confident that the selection 
process is well thought out 
and that alumni will take an 
active role in nominating op- 
portunities in the years 
ahead." 

A nine-person committee 
has been working for more 
than six months to select the 
charter class and plan the 
first Hall of Fame induction

event. The committee structure has been designed to 
ensure a strong alumni voice in the process. Four po- 
sitions on the committee -- J-Club president, alumni 
council president (or an appointee) and two at-large 
members -- will always be held by Juniata alumni. Five 
other committee spots are based upon administrative 
responsibility at the College, including director of ath- 
letics (chair), senior women's administrator for athlet- 
ics, the coach with the longest tenure, sports informa- 
tion director and a faculty representative. 

The committee recently completed the first selec- 
tion process after discussing a core group of more 
than 250 candidates from all eras of Juniata College 
athletics. The selection criteria allow for consideration 
in three basic categories: 

1. Juniata Athletes (graduates and non-graduates) 
who have earned two or more letters are eligible 10 
years following their class year. 

2. Athletic Support Personnel (coaches, trainers, 
managers, etc...) are eligible five years after ending 
service to the College. 

3. Friends, Special Contributors or Others may be 
considered by the committee with preference given to 
those who have been associated with Juniata athletics 
for 10 or more years. 

The committee was entitled to select up to 20 per- 
sons for induction in the charter class, but will be re- 
stricted to a maximum of five inductees per year after 
this fall. The committee may select one additional in- 
ductee (who must be deceased) if all five selections 
are living. 

In the coming years, nominations for the Sports 
Hall of Fame may be offered by anyone, but selection 
will be made by the committee. Publicity pertaining to 
nomination procedures will appear periodically in the 
J-Club Newsletter, College Bulletin or other appropriate 
alumni/campus publications. Nominations should in- 
clude news clips, photos, letters and other supporting 
evidence. 

The first Hall of Fame Induction at Juniata will be- 
gin with the J-Club luncheon on Saturday, Nov. 4. The 
inductees will be honored at halftime of the Carnegie 
Mellon-Juniata football game in the afternoon with a 
reception and dinner to follow later that evening. The 
highlight of the dinner will be the presentation of an 
award to each inductee. A plaque representing each 
inductee will be displayed permanently in the Hall of 
Fame room which will be located in the Alumni Lounge 
of the Kennedy Sports+Recreation Center.
